—(7P)—Death has ended the Balkan 
historical drama written by the 
three Bratianus, Jon. the father, 
and Jon and Vintila, sons, who cre- 
ated a Rumanian dynasty which 
toppled their line from power. 


Sixty-three years 
old, 
Vintila 


Bratia'nu, the last influential mem- 
ber of the family which for nearly 
80 years moulded Rumanian poli- 
tics, suffered a stroke of npoplcxy 
last night at his estate. Milhaeti, 
and died soon afterward, leaving 
his bitterest enemy, King Carol, n 
clear field where he himself once 
had wielded power. 
Mme. Britia- 


nu was in Bucharest when the end 
came. 
Last June the Rumanian parlia- 


ment voted 4S6 to 1 to enthrone 
the retm'ned prodigal, Prince Carol 
as king of Rumania. The single 
dissenting vote was that, of Vin- 
tila Bratianu. It marked the end 
of the family's political power. 


Jon Bratianu. father, led the rev- 


olution of 1848. was instrumental 
in the union of the principalities 
of Moldavia and Wallachia in 185U 
under Prince Cuza. was a leader 
in his deposition, and 
in 
1866 


brought Princo Carol of Hohrnzol- 
lern-Signaringen 
to Rumania 
to 


found the present royal line. 


Jon Bratianu, son, followed him 


to power and ruled Rumania with 
a high hand. 


Vintila Bratiauu plnyed second 


fiddle to his brother, hut together 
staged the exilp of Carol to France 
after he had difficulties with hi 
father and displayed personal ani- 
mosity to themselves. Stories pub- 
lished' abroad that a woman friend 
of Carol's wm sent from Rumania 
after him, the subsequent associa- 
tion forming thn basi.s of charges 
which the Bratianus used to se- 
cure his renunciation of the throne 
nnd to bring about succession of 
Carol's son, Michael, to the throne 
whrn Ferdinand died. 


Jon Bratianu died in 1927, the

UNTILJEAR 1985 


BY END YEAR1940 VETER- 
ANS RELIEF'WILL TOTAL 


OVER $13,000,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24— (/PJ— 
The last American veteran of the 
world war will live until 1985, and 
the last widow of a veteran will 
not die until 2058, if veterans bu- 
reau calculations are correct. 


This prediction,
